The  1975  Bluebird  Yacht  State 
title  now  belongs  to  club  member 
Andy  (Hire-it)  Kennard.

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Man  of  the  Month: 

FRANK  EDMONDS 


There  is  an  exciting  blend  of  the 
old  and  the  new  at  Frank  Edmonds’s 
picturesque  “Camyr  Allyn”  stud  at 
East  Gresford  in  the  Hunter  Valley. 

The  stud  name  is  Welsh  for 
“cottage  on  the  Stream”,  the 
property  enjoying  a  frontage  of  2,400 
metres  on  the  Allyn  River. 

It  is  coincidental  that  the  town’s 
water  supply  comes  off  “Camyr 
Allyn”,  because  the  historic  property 
means  much  more  than  a  drink  and  a 
bath  to  Gresford. 

It  was  settled  on  by  Charles  Boy  dell, 
when  he  was  only  18,  in  1826  and 
remained  in  his  family  until  1964. 

The  ruins  of  the  old  convict-built 
homestead  are  still  on  the  1,000  acres 
property  which  Frank  has  converted 
into  a  well-appointed  stud. 

He  has  come  a  long  way  in  the 
racing  and  breeding  industry  since 
1958  when  he  bought  his  first 
thoroughbred. 

It  was  the  useful  racehorse  Johnno 
who  cost  him  only  700  guineas  as  a 
yearling. 

Johnno  won  approximately  $36,000 
in  prize  money,  his  successes  including 
the  Canterbury  Park  Cup  and  Scone 
Cup. 

Frank,  who  also  owns  the 
“Lowland”  agistment  property  at 
Richmond,  has  broodmares,  a  team  of 
racehorses  in  training  and  two  stallions. 

The  first  stallion  whom  Frank  used 
at  stud  is  Lowland  Prince,  a  well- 
performed  son  of  Todman. 

The  second  stallion  is  the  highly- 
credentialled  Bendemeer,  the  first  son 
of  Never  Bend  to  stand  in  NSW. 

Never  Bend  (Nasrullah  Lalun)  has 
proved  himself  a  champion  on  the 
racecourse  and  at  stud  in  the  USA. 

He  raced  only  at  two  and  three, 
winning  13  of  his  23  starts  and  earning 
$641,524  in  prize  money. 

Frank  has  put  five  of  his  Todman 
mares  to  Bendemeer  this  season,  one 
of  them  being  the  top  race  filly, 
Sandra  Girl. 

Which  is  a  better  start  to  a  new 
venture  than  was  enjoyed  by  Charles 


“Camyr  Ttllyn” 


Boydell  when  he  moved  on  to 
“Camyr  Allyn”  in  1826. 

After  four  years  of  hard  toil, 
Boydell,  then  22,  made  his  first  entry 
in  a  diary  which  today  is  a  yellowed 
but  highly  interesting  account  of  our 
early  Colonial  days. 

Charles  Boydell,  in  his  first  entry, 
wrote: 

“Another  year  has  gone  by  and  left 
me  for  one,  I  fear,  not  much  better 
in  condition  than  it  found  me.  With 
a  choice  of  all  professions,  who  by 
myself  would  have  selected  a  settler’s 
life? 

“I  have  bartered  the  comforts  and 
luxuries  of  home  for  either  going 
between  the  plough  handles, heaving 
the  hoe,  or  some  other  delightful 
occupation. 

“With  about  five  acres  of  tobacco, 
400  bushels  of  wheat,  six  acres  of 
corn,  600  sheep,  70  or  80  cattle  and 
two  horses  I  begin  this  year 
encumbered  with  difficulties  not  very 
trifling  —  yet  full  of  hope  and 
confident  of  success”. 

Boydell  started  on  “Camyr  Allyn” 
with  seven  free  fencers  and  seven 
assigned  convicts. 

Several  entries  in  the  Boydell  diary 
suggest  a  reason  why  Charles  prospered. 

In  an  1830  account  of  wages  paid, 
it  shows  that  two  fencers  tendered  a 
bill  for £49/ 12/0.  The  final  accounting 


shows  that  they  were  paid  £8  in  cash. 

The  rest  was  cross-debited  for 
“provisions,  clothing,  cattle  and  slops”. 

Another  worker,  Andrew  Long,  was 
credited  with  £12/10/0  for  six 
months  work. 

The  old  ledger  shows  that  he 
received  £5/8/0,  a  matter  of  £  7/2/0 
being  docked  for  “goods”. 

The  “good,  old  days?”.  We  prefer 
the  modern-day  “Camyr  Allyn”. 

Frank  Edmonds  was  born  in 
Melbourne  on  14th  November,  1907, 
and  educated  at  Burwood  (NSW)  High 
School.  He  later  studied  at  Sydney 
University  and  subsequently  qualified 
as  accountant  and  secretary. 

Racing  has  been  his  main  sport, 
but  he  has  been  a  member  of  Concord 
Golf  Club  for  25  years,  “though”, 
says  Frank  “I  could  not  be  classed  as 
a  good  golfer”. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  A.J.C. 
for  25  years  and  is  also  a  member  of 
the  S.T.C. 

Frank  was  founder  of  the  Pacific 
Acceptance  Corp.  Ltd.  in  1950  and 
recently  retired  as  managing  director 
though  retaining  the  position  of 
chairman. 

He  passed  the  management  over  to 
two  of  his  sons,  Philip  and  John, 
who  also  are  members  of  Tattersall’s. 

Philip,  apart  from  being  chairman 
of  the  fund  raising  project  for  the 
Admiral’s  Cup,  is  also  a  member  of 
the  crew  of  Mercedes  IV,  one  of 
Australia’s  three  representatives. _
